RUN BY WORKERS. 


‘Last year there-wéte a number of 
‘yeports about the taking . over of 
by the workers. What 
generally happened was «that the 
owners of small and not too well 
managed concerns, finding that they 
were losing money monthly, offered 
their employces the alternative of 
‘either beiny out of.a job or, running 
the place themselves for a small 
rent. It is‘rather difficult to get 
any particulars of these. Not much 
wag to be hoped for and no great 
success has been achieved. A con- 
cern rather different from the rest, 
however,’ -figtred in the newspapers 
as an.assay in Communism—which, 
of course, immediately attracted a 
good deal of attention to it, and, in- 
deed, rather embarrassed ft in its 
earliest ‘days. It was called a 
“Wosiery Guild,” wrote the Kobe 
correspondent of the Manchester 
tGuardian. ~ ; 

The “Hosfery Guild" is In Great- 
er Osaka, which includes a number 
of villages, the recent municipalisa- 
tion of which has encouraged the 
builders to encroach on the flelds; 
but on two sides of the Guild yellow

It is well lfghted and ventilated— 
almost too well to be kept warm by 
the couple of stoves in the Winter. 
Across the shed run .long tables, 
four sewing-machines on each side, 
and a shaft running along the: floor 
below each table, an electric motor 
to ench, The floor is smooth and 
clean, and one took off one’s shoea 
before entering. ak

intp two-room’ tenements, with the

room, also a°Japanese bathhouse, 
with a bath for men and" one for 
worhen. 


The Communal House. 

It was one of the directors who 
had received the visitors, whom he 
took into his quarters. Each family 
had the same, he explained—a six- 
mat and four-and-a-half-mat room 
(that is; twelve square yards and 
nine square yards respectively), and 
a verandah ahd entrance porch.

munal house which had given the 
founders their chief anxieties, But 
they all went into the business with 
good will, and a determination not 
to quarrel, and to their own. surprise 
thoy had found that it was not 
dificylt to live together in unbroken 
concord. 

As regards the business end, they 


compete with the factories run on 
ordinary profit-making lines. There 


some of them members of the 
founders’ familics, others employees 
on regular wages. But the foundors 
and their families had been content 
so far with food, lodging, and bare 
requirements; the place was paying 
i way, but had some debt ‘to pay 
off. 

Very little working capital was 
needed: For the present they work. 
ed for wholesalers who supplied the 
fabric with their orders. This was}, 
cut and made up Inte simple gar-|.- 
ments, which the women machined 
dexterously, on their ‘hard-driven 
little Singers. ‘The bright-coloured 
garments, the visitora were inform- 
ed, were mostly for the Indian and 
the’ white ones for the African 
market. Men ironed out and in- 
spécted the finished garments .and 
impressed the wholesalers trade- 
mark. ‘ 

And how about dangerous 
thoughis? The director laughed and 
gaid that thelr factory was certainly! 
communistic in ao far as they had: 
all things in common, and no more 
for one than for another. But it 
had not been difficult to persuade ; 
the police that the essentials of the! 
venture were working for’ the com- 
mon good and meeting hard times: 
by sincere co-operation. Of the 
original ten directors two had got 
seared by the suggestion at the out- 
set that there was something Rus-}: 
sian about the scheme,-but the other 
eight had managed to carry on 
without them. For the present, as 
the visitors had geen, they depended 
a good deal. on the wholesaler; but 
it. was thelr ambition, when they, 
were financially independent, to buy 
their own materials. and do their 
own trading, and . with — this 
jn view ‘they had refrain- 
‘ed— from tying themselves up); 
with any contracts. They had 
got plenty of orders, It was 
easy to see that, so far as light, air, 
and space are concerned, not to! 
speak of cleantiness, the workpeople 
are ‘better off than the law requires. 
They all work hard, the director 
said, about eight and a half actual 
working hours a day—but that is 
well within the statutory Hmit. —

The latest newspapers from 
Home disclose that the Society of 
Friends, more popularly , known 
as the Quakers, who are always 
prominent in big relief enter- 
prises, are said to be considering 
a scheme for helping China by 
sending her,some of the surplus 
wheat and. cotton of the world in 
some of Britain’s surplus ships. 
Those terrific floods, which are 
reported to have destroyed a mil- 
lion people, have left at least ten 
millions completely destitute’ or 
starving. .On the other hand, 
the world. is ‘suffering from a 
glut of wheat, cotton, and ships. 
The plan — very simple in prin- 
ciple — is to bring the two to- 
gether. : 
“Unfortunately, .while the 
majority of people weuld hearti- 
ly applaud . th Execution of 
such an idea, it will be very dif- 
ficult to carry out in practice. 
The farmers of Canada would be 
only too glad: to get rid of their 
wheat at a sacrifice; the cotton 
industry would - similarly be de- 
lighted to sce the surplus stocks 
being used up; shipowners would 
cheerfully provide the ships to 
tarry the goods to China.

A case, the first of its kind under 
Amended Ordinance 13 - of 1929, 
Section 465A, which’ deals with 
iMegal transaction of mui -tsais, 
was heard_ this morning. The de- 
fendant was a Chinese woman, 
Tseung Sui-lin, who pleaded gulity. 

For the prosecution, Mr. Q. A. A. 
MacFadyen, of the Sceretariat for 
Chinese Affairs, said he. had 
brought the case more a8.a warn- 
iug ‘than anything else, and would 
be perfectly satisfied with a 
nominal penalty, or even & caution. 

The case’ came to notice through 
the deferidant sending the girl to 
be registered a8 a mui tsai. She 
was bought by: the defendant for 
$50 about ‘the middle of. August 
last, He didinot think she had 
done any work yet, but her mistress 
had apparently wished her to be a 
mui teal when she grew older. 

“Phe main point I stress,” said 
‘Mr. MacFadyen, “is that these 
casual transactions of elther girls 
or boys are now absolutely illegal.” 
The pnly justification they now had 
was strictly limited, namely proper 
adoption or pdoption with a view 
to marriage, If these transactions 
were allowed to continue,. they 
‘might lead to grave abuses. The 
defendant could buy the girl if she
